Odessa for British firms and on their 
account much anxiety is felt. 


According to the correspondent for 


the London Standard the quarantine 
station in Odessa harbor, warehouses 
and some ships have been fired upon 
by revolutionary bands. 


Late tonight the Potemkine fired a 


shell at Cossacks, killing 
four 
and 


wounding twenty of them. 


ODESSA, June 29—The red flag of 


revolution is hoisted from the mast-| 
head of the Kniaz Potemkine, Russia's 
most powerful battleship In the Black 
Sea, which now lies in this harbor 'n 
the hands of mutineers. 
' 


The captain and moet of the officers 


were murdered and their bodies were 
thrown overboard into the open sea. 


The ship is completely in the posses- 


sion of the crew and a few oncers whot 
have thrown in their lot with 
the 


mutineers. 


The guns of the Kniaz Potemkine 


arc trained on the city and in the 
streets the masses of striking work- 
men who fled before the volleys of the 
troops are now inflamed by the spec- 
tacle of an open revolt on board an 
imperial warship and are making a 
bold front against the military- 


All day long firing has been heard 


in many quarters of the city. 


A number of barricades have been, 


erected and tumult and disorder reign.'

The rioters in the city streets are tn 


a 'most defiant mood and were not in- 
cllrietl to surrender without fighting. 


It is believed the mutiny arose from 


the shooting of a sailor who was pre- 
senting on behalf of the crew a com- 
pl4int against bad food served to the 
sailor*. 


According to one version this sailor, 


named Omlitchunk, was immediately, 
ph^t down by a mesa officer on pre- 
senting the protest. 
' The crew then arose, seized the ship 
and its officers, eight of whom were 
spared on the condition 
that 
they 


wou,ld join the mutineers. 


The others were killed and their 


bodies thrown overboard. 


After a period of vacllation the Klanz 


Potemkine headed for Odessa and ar- 
rived here last night, accompanied by 
two torpedo boats. 


Early today the body of Omiltchunk 


was brought ashore in one of the bat- 


tleship's boats and landed on New 
Mile where it has been exposed all 
Say- 
tt was viewed by thousands of per- 


sons, many of whom placed coin in a 
basket at the head of the body to de- 
fray the coat of a funeral. 


The funeral services will be held 


tomorrov when the strikers will make 
the occasion an excuse for a great 
demonstration, 


The authorities have made no at- 


tempt to remove the body, the sailors 
having served notice that the ship 
would fire upon anyone seeking to In- 
terfere with it, 


A police agent visiting the spot was 


killed by the strikers. 


Food was supplied to the mutineers 


by sympathizers on shore who pil- 
laged many maritime store houses.

Chinese merchants is healing its deadly fruit, as is 


evidenced by Pr«iident Roosevelt's lette1- to Secretaiy 
Metcalf, practically warning the immigration officials that 
if they do not accept linding certificates from all Chinese 
who present them, they will be removed from office. 


This is simply letting down the bars to the Chinese 


Our laws permit the landing of merchants, students and 
traveleis fiom China upon the presentation of documents 
ceitifying that the bearer is what he represents himself to 
be But those ceitificates aie issued by Chinese officials 
who, 
from an obliquity of vision not at all surprising In a 


slant-eyed people are able to discern a student or a mer- 
chant in everyone that pleases to term himself one, as for 
travelers, everyone that travels Is a traveler 


In this manner thousands of certificates have been is- 


sued to "merchants," "students" and "travelers" whose ob- 
ject in coming to this country was to get a job laying tracK 
foi some loper-loving railroad corporation, or to compete 
othetwise, as only the frugal and underpaid oilental can, 
•nith the American who earns his bread by the sweat of his 
blow. 


The only protection we had against the invasion of these 


disguised coolies was the sense of duty of such Immigration 
officials as were not amenable to bribery, and whose knowl- 
edge of the true character of the Chinaman did not permit 
them to lull themselves into the belief that a compliance 
with the mere spirit of the law was all that their con-

sciences required of them. So they probed Deeply into the 
true identity of, pvery certificate holder,^ and thus .many of, 
those who had hoped to attain entrance through fraud weie 
foiled In their unlawful attempts

cials and insures the entry of every Chinese that can obtain 
a certificate Under such regulations the exclusion law 
becomes a howling farce and lestriction of Chinese immi- 
giation a legislative dream 


This fs 'protection, Indeed, Republican protection with a 


vengeance, the piotection that protects the American man- 
ufacturer to the extreme limit of the governmental ability, 
and leaves the American laborer open to the competition 
of the cheapest-living and most underpaid wage-woikeia 
in the world. 


Still, It is only what might be expected from a party 


which, at the behest of the manufacturers, pased the Ding- 
ley bill, the most extortionate and oppressive legislative 
atrocity that ever disfigured the statute book of a civilized 
nation In time of peace

and for forty years, by hook or crook, the manufacturers 
and bankers have ruled vis Twice the peopel all but suc- 
ceeded in unseating them—in 1876 and again In 1896— 
but on the first occasion they stole the Presidency and on 
the second they bought It "And we remain today a govern- 
ment of the manufactui ers, for the manufacturers, and oy 
the manufacturers.

An Ordinance to Fix, Impose and Col- 
lect a Licen»e Tax on Certain Trades, 
Business, Occupations, Callings and

do ordain:

-SECTION 1. Every 
person, firm, 


corporation or association engaged in 
carrying on, maintaining, pursuing, con- 
ducting or transacting-, or that hereafter 
engages in, carries on, maintains, pur- 
sues, conducts or transacts in the City 
of Reno the trade, business, occupa- 
tion, calling 
or 
pursuit hereinafter 


named, shall obtain from said city and 
shall pay therefor the license herein 
specified. / 


SECTION 2. All licenses 
shall 
be 
taken out quarterly, monthly, weekly 
or dally, as provided herein and shall 
be paid for in advance. 


•All licenses taken out pursuant to the 


requirements of this ordinance shall be 
posted and kept by the party or parties 
taking out the same in a conspicuous 
place or in or about the place of bus- 
iness of the person or persons, firm or 
corporation who obtain the same, and 
o;i demand, during the usual ,hours of 
business, must be shown to the officer 
whose duty it is to collect such license, 
\and 'the officer whose duty it Is to issue 
the same.

'SECTION 3. Any "person, firm, asso- 


ciation or corporation 
whose duty it 


it shall be Bunder the requirements of 
this ordinance to take out a license who 
shall fail to do so at the time required, 
or within five days thereafter, shall pay 
as a penalty for such cU'Uy one dollar 
in addition to the original amount of 
such license, and shall be liable to a 
civil action for the recovery thereof 
with costs, and to a criminal action 
•wherein on conviction,'he, she, they'or 
it shall be fined In a sum not exceeding 
one hundred dollars or shall be im- 
prisoned in the city jail- not to exceed 
fifty clays, or both such fine and impris- 
onment, 


SECTION 4. All licenses provided by 


this ordinance to be procured, shall be 
printed in appropriate form with mar- 
ginal stub attached, stitched tog-ether, 
bound in books, and shall be so printed

amount, class, business, trade, profes- 
sion licensed, and the name or names 
of the party or parties to whom the 
license Is granted, 
and 
the time for 


which the same was granted; and be- 
fore issuance they shall be signed by 
the Mayor, or in his absence or inabil- 
ity to act, by the Mayor pro tern, and 
countersigned by the City Clerk. 


SECTION 5. The City 
Clerk 
shall 


make diligent inquiry and examination 
as to all persons in the city liable to 
pay for licenses as provided in this or- 
dinance, and he is hereby empowered, 
and it shall be his duty to require each 


• person to make a statement under oath 


or affirmation of the amount of busi- 
ness which he or the firm of which he 
is a member or for w^hich he is agent 
or attorney, or the association or cor- 


%poratlon of which he is President, Sec- 
%retary or Managing or Resident Agent, 
have done or transacted during the last 
preceding month or quarter, as the 
•ase may be, in order to carry out the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


The City Clerk shall keep in his office 
» set of books to be called the "City 
Jjlcense Registry,",'in which he shall 
(Biter tiie name or names of all parties 
to whom he issues licenses, the busi- 
ness, trade or profession licensed, the 
time for which such license holds good, 
the date of their issue and expiration, 
and the amount received therefor, and 
he shall exhibit such book to the City 
Council of said city whenever required 
to do so. 


SECTION 6. The City Auditor shall 


keep an accurate account in a suitable 
book kept by him for that purpose, to 
l*e called the City License Book of all 
licenses issued to the City Clerk, the 
quarter, month, week or day, as the 
case may be, for which issued, and the 
amount thereof. The City Clerk shall, 
on the first. Monday of each month, 
return to the City Auditor all unused 
licenses received by him, and the City 
Auditor shall give the City Clerk credit 
for the same, and with the amount of 
all moneys paid by the City Clerk to 
the City Treasurer upon exhibit of the 
proper receipt therefor which the city 
Clerk shall take and deliver to the City 
Auditor, and the City Auditor shall, 
upon obtaining the receipts of the City 
Treasurer for the city funds as paid 
to him, charge the City Treasurer with 
the amount of money so receipted 
for. The City Auditor shall submit said 
city license book to the City Council of 
said city and make abstracts and de- 
tailed statement whenever requested to 
do so by the City Council.

the City Clerk to report to the City 
Council all parties who have failed 10 
take out licenses, as required by this 
ordinance, as soon as such party or 
parties shall have been delinquent five 
days, and thereupon the City Council 
may instruct the City Attorney to insti- 
tute civil proceedings to recover the 
amount of such delinquency, with one 
dollar thereon added, as penalty, to- 
gether with costs of suit, but such civil 
proceedlng-s shall not be a bar to the 
criminal action in this ordinance pro- 
vided for.
